peals. 

Judge Alfred C. Coxe, 
who on Monday had pro- 
nounced the harsh sen- 
tence of four years and 
$2,000 fine for a trivial 
passport technicality, 
agreed to continue bail at 
the same figure of $7,500 
which had been set after 
his t. 
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nied to court by Elizabeth 
Gurley Flynn, secretary of 
the Defense Committee for 
Civil Rights for Commu- 
nists, who arranged the 
transfer of the bail; and by 
Attorney Edward Kuntz, 
Abe Unger and Edward 
Aronow. 

The notice of appeal listed eleven 
points, including: 

A charge that the indictment 
violated Amendments 5, 9 and 10 
of the Constitution. 


A charge that Judge Alfred C. 
Coxe “erred throughout the trial”

Demanded by

GLASOCOW, Jan. 23. — Eighty- 
seven thousand Scottish miners to-

CHARGE OF INDICTMENT 


The object of the conspirators, the 
indictment states, was to force the 


employes of the lumber dealers in- 
volved to leave unions of their own 
choosing and members of the de- 
fendant unions. 

In this manner the Department 


of Justice uses the pretext of defend- | 


ing the right of workers to choose 
their own union affiliation to spread 
its anti-trust act attack on all 
unions. 


The union involved which is not 
named in the indictment is Local 
—104, United Retail and Wholesale 


Employes, CIO. 

When this local began organizing 
the unorganized workers in the Néw 
York lumber industry its leaders ap- 
plied to the AFL for a charter, but 
“were ignored. They 
granted a charter by the CIO. 

The charges against the long- 
shoremen and teamsters were 
pressed by the New York Lumber 
Dealers Association and by the 
Brooklyn Lumber Dealers Associ- 
ation.

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The ‘Fairness’ 
Of Browder’s Persecutors 


The Wall Street press is unanimous in 
gloating over the conviction and four-year 
prison sentence handed Earl Browder on a 
trivial technicality. But at the same time 
the press is afraid that the masses of peo- 
ple will not join them in cheering this savage 
conviction. That is the meaning of all the 
editorials insisting that the trial was so 
“fair,” that the judge, jury and prosecutor 
were all models of “fairness.” 

The press knows that the American peo- 
ple- were not born yesterday. 
remember Tom Mooney, Sacco and Vanzetti, 
and the Scottsboro boys. Large sections of 
the people know from experience what a 
mockery capitalist justice can be—especial- 
ly when there are big political issues at 


The press wants to confine all discussion 
of the case to the technicalities which served 
as the pretext for the prosecution of the 
Communist leader. For they know that the 
people are beginning to realize that these 
technicalities were just a smoke screen to 
cover up the political issues upon which the 
government dares not openly prosecute the 
Communist Party. 

The World-Telegram says that a “tech- 
nicality kept out of the trial all reference” to 
the issues of Browder’s political activity. 
Here, from the mouth of the Wall Street 
* press, is unwitting admission that Browder 
was really being tried for his politica] ideas. 
For though the political issues were care- 
fully kept in the background in the trial it- 
self, the U. S. Attorney and the press co- 
operated in trying and convicting Browder 
on the political issues in the newspaper col- 
umns before the actual trial began. 

Furthermore, the harshness of the prison 
sentence—four years plus a fine of $2,000— 
is itself complete proof that the technicali- 
ties involved were only a disguise. Look at 
the recent case of Stephen Paine, former 
head of the Wall Street brokerage house of 
Paine, Webber and Co., prosecuted by the 
same U. S. Attorney Cahill who prosecuted 
Browder, convicted of defrauding small in- 
vestors of a million and a quarter dollars, 
and sentenced with the agreement of the 
U. S. Attorney to one year and a day! If 
looting gets one year, what is a four-year 
sentence for? For a passport technicality? 
It is the punishment for the crime of fight- 
ing against the war program of the Roose- 
velt Administration! 

The desperate efforts of the press to 
justify the conviction of Browder, are aimed 
at stemming the mass movement which it 
sees on the horizon and which was shadowed 
by the tremendous demonstration for the 
Communist leader at Madison Square Garden 
a few hours after the vicious sentence was 
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The press which now shouts that Browder 
received a fair“ trial, is the same press 
which cheered the convictions of Mooney, 
Sacco and Vanzetti and the Scottsboro Boys 
and which was compelled years later to 
change its tune somewhat only by the 
mounting anger of the people.

It has educated the Department 
and the federal administration to the point 
where they now ape and obey the Dies Com- 
mittee in trumping up charges against the 
Communists, organized labor, and in under- 
mining the Bill of Rights. 

It is inevitable that the Dies Committee 
with its irresponsible methods—its use of

Neither can the people take seriously 
the FBI's prosecution of the 17 Fronters 
while the Administration permits Dies, 
Coughlin, Hart and other higher ups to go

Now 
we all know that if the great cap- 
italist bankers of the world have 
one objective in common more than 
anything else it is to develop a gen- 
eral capitalist war against the So- 
viet Union. President Roosevelt's 


anti-Soviet volicies show clearly 


that he has become cne of the lead- 
ers in laying the basis for such a 
war against the Soviet Union. 

But it is not only in ifs foreign 
policy that the United States is be- 
coming involved in the war. Its 
whole domestic policy, as well, is be- 
ing orientated upon preparations for 
war. Take the recent budget that 
President Roosevelt submitted to 
Congress. What an outrageous 


proposition. It is a budget of hun- 


ger and war. What has become of 
all the New Deal talk about achiev- 
ing prosperity through priming the 
industrial pump that we heard dur- 
ing the last three of four years? It 
is all thrown overboard. Now they 
are going to make prosperity on the 
basis of war orders. This is the 
policy of Wall Street, and it has 
also become the policy of the Roose- 
velt administration. 

In the budget propcsed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt one billion dollars is 
cut off from the WPA, CCC, Na- 
tional Youth Administration, and 
ell sorts of social services, while a 
half billion dollars is added to the 
already overwhelming military pr- 
propriations. Cannons instead of 
butter. Preparations for war—what 
else is all this? These are not idle 
military preparations, let me assure 
you. If we may judge by the pres- 
ent foreign policy of the Roosevelt 
Administration, those big battle- 
fhips and cannons they are con- 
structing will soon be put to use in 
Europe, unless the American people 
stop it. 

As part of this war preparation we 
also see the attacks that are being 
made by the government against 
the Bill of Rights. Now, comrades, 
you know that when a country is 
preparing for war, or is actually in 
war, it always strives to deprive the 
masses of their demccratic rights 


in order to force them into the war. 


This is going on systematically in 
the United States at the present 
time. For one thing, the trade 
unions are being attacked under the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law. 

Even the most reactionary Re- 


publican administrations of the past 


twenty years did not dare assail the 
trade unions under this Law; but 
the Roosevelt Administration, sup- 
pcsedly progressive, fishes it out now 
and applies it against the trade 
unions; against the AFL against 
the CIO. The meaning of this is 
that the gove nt wants to take 
all the punch out of these organ- 
izations, to hamstring them so that 
they can make no resistance to the 
war policies being developed.
